4. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 4 and 7, the prior art of record is drawn to a headphone 
having left and right drivers (headphone speakers) with mono/stereo indication based upon the 
type of plug or audio jack used and the detected impedance value of the connecting devices. 
However, the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose or fairly suggest the headphone with 
the coupling impedance, therein as of the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
